Ov:ing  to  reouosts  to  Medical  ^ificers  to  contract  their  Reports  during 
the  Vi/ar,  I have  added  foot-notes  to  somci  of  the  Tables,  and  as  Ambulanco, 
Hospital  and  Laboratory  facllioios  ccc,  aie  unchanged,  only  Diphtheria  Immun- 
ization calls  for  special  comment.  The  Gc-oncil's  Scheme  commenced  in  January 
1939  and  at  the  time  of  writing  (October  1941)  890  children  have  boon 
immunized.  This  amounts  to  about  of  the  total  child  population,  not 

moroly  of  the  School  Child  pcpulnticn.  This  is  a better  rcsuLit  in  less  than 
three  years  than  come  large  cibio.s  hu'A?  obtained  in  txvolvo  yocLi’S,  and  is 
remarkabj.G  in  a scattered  rural  O.i strict  whore  tlioro  as  not  one  wholo-tiiao 
Medical  Officer,  aad  whore  wo  have  nr.  control  of  Health  Visitors,  School 
Clinics,  School  Nurses  or  Teachers  or  of  Afehornity  and  Child  V'Jolfare  Snrvices, 
The  credit  for  this  success  is  due  to  the  energy  and  tacb  of  the  local 
doctors,  the  common-sence  of  parents,  and  primarily,  to  fhe  wisdom  of  tho 
Council  in  adopting  the  schem©  they  did.

SMOKE  ABATEIv'SL'JT : - No  complaints  wore  received  of  the  chimneys  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 

PREMISES  and  OCGUPAIIONS' which  can  bo  controlled  by  HYE-LAVK  or 
REGULATIONS.-  No  complaints  were  rocoivod  about  the  Paint  Works  at 
Partington  and  no  nuisance  wqs  noticed  from  them  on  visiting  the  parish. 

There  are  no  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  district  as  to  tents,  vans,  sheds  &c. 
There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district, 

SHOPS  and  OFFICES,-  No  action  has  boon  found  necessary  during  the  year, 

SWB®iING  B2LTKS  and  POOLS,-  There  is  one  privately  ownoii  Bathing  Pool  in 
the  area  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  the  water  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  Regular  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  season, 

ERADICA.TION  of  BED  BUGS,-  No  action  has  been  necessary. 

OTHER  SANITARY  'DNDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE.-  There  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  important  matters  of  sanitary  environment  which  have 
required  special  attention, 

REl'TOVAL  and  DISPOSAL  of  REFUSE,-  This  work  has  been  carried  out 
regularly  in  the  parishes  of  Dunham  Massey,  %bborloy,  Partington,  Ashley, 
Ringwqy,  Carrington,  Warburton,  Tabloy,  More,  Millington,^  Bollington,  P^ver, 
Ollerton,  Plumloy,  High  Logh,  Pickmore  and  Agdon. 

(a)  Dry  Refuse  is  collected  into  covered  lorries  and  tipped  straight  from 
the  dustbin  into  the  lorry.  Tlioro  the  refuse  is  in  dry  ashpits  it  is 
leaded  straight  into  the  lorry  or  put  into  collecting  tins  and  then 

treasforred  to  the  lorry,

(o  and  f)  The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cloonsing  of  cesspools. 
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Tho  collection  of  refuse  is  carriod  out  uy  Lioans  o';  oi'vo  Bedford 
Lorries,  ono  being  a 3-ton  vehicle  aiid  tho  other  a 2-ton  vehicle  which 
replaced  the  1955  30-cwt,  vehicle.  Both  vehicles,  are  giving  satisfactory 
service.
